Powers of Special 


Session Are 


Defined. 


UMITED TO 


ONE SUBJECT 


Attorney General Says Special 


Session May Consider Only 


Appropriations. 


Attorney-General Dole on Satu'da\ 


submitted an opinion in replj to the 
resolution of Senator Athi inquiring if 
mny 
measure other than the 
ap- 


propriation bill might be taken up bj 
tbe special session of the Legislature 
The opinion was prepared bj Assist 
suit Attornej-General Dunne, and the 
question 
was considered at 
great 


length, numerous citations being given 
In illustration. The exhaustive consid- 
eration brings about the 
conclusion 


that the Legislative power of the spe- 
cial session is confined to the subject 
of appropriations. 
A letter by Attorney-General Dole, 


endorsing the opinion of Mr Dunne 
was submitted also The opinion is, in 
nart. as follows1 


"In a Territory of this character—the 


child and the creature of Congres&-the 
Organic Act, as the formal expression of 
the intention of Congress, constitutes the 
fundamental law of .the land. No ques- 
tion Is Involved here of the operation of 
the Constitution of the United States or 
of any Jaw of the United States, so far 
as relevant to this discussion, the only 
relations requiring examination are those 
between the Legislature and the Organic 
Act; and as against the Legislature as 
azalnst an other Departments of tbe 
Territorial Government, this Organic Act 
must be regarded as the supreme and 
paramount tow. • • • 
*—.-»« 
"This supreme and paramount Organic 


Act has, however, created to this Terri- 
tory tTgovernment of distributed and 
balanced powers. It creates three Inde- 
pendent departments of government; it 
Inhibits the commingling of their pow- 
e>rs- it negatives the conferring by tne 
Legislature of the functions of one de- 
partment upon another; and afl this It 
does, although no provision to this spe- 
cific effect may be perceived in the Act. 


"The Organic Act requires that 'In case 


of failure, of the Legislature to paesjip- 
nrenriaticn bflls,' and upon the happen- 
tarof 
that specific contingency, and no 
•the Governor shall, upon the ad- 
aWt of the Legislature, call It in 


TOO,, session for the consideration of ap 
propriatfcm bflls;* and "we are not at lib- 
erty to presume that tbe framers of the 
Constitution, or the people who adopted 
tt. did not understand the force of lan- 
guage * This partlcutarlsmtlon of a spe- 
cifically Identified subject matter cannot 
be regarded as any authorisation for the 
enactment of laws for any alien pur- 
pose- the law Is the definition and limi- 
tation of power;' the Legislature 
has 
constitutional power at such 'extra ses- 
yt^.- to proceed to 'the consideration of 
appropriation bflls,1 and when they shall 
bane considered such bills, in the effect- 
ive sense Intended by the Organic Act, 
their power, under tbe section now be- 
fore me. win have been exhausted. Leg- 
islation for foreign or alien purposes— 
legislation regulating highways, for ex- 
ample—cannot, except by some process 
of verbal torture, be described as legis- 
lation concerning 'appropriation bills;' in 
other words, by devoting Itself to the 
consideration of highways (to pursue the 
flBstratlon), Instead of to 'the considera- 
tion of appropriation bills,* the Legisla- 
ture would manifestly be attempting to 
extend its Jurisdiction to a class of leg- 
islation essentially alien from, and for- 
eign to. tbe specific class mentioned In 
this section of the Organic Act. If the 
Legislature has the power, in the teeth 
of this mandate of the Organic Act, to 
extend Its 'extra session' Jurisdiction to 
highways, it may also extend that Juris- 
diction to health regulations, to police 
regulations, to educational regulations, 
or to any other class of legislation which 
may fall within the scope of Its legiti- 
mate constitutional authority as exercis- 
ed at a -regular' or a 'special1 session,The 
inhibition is no stronger in the one case 
than In the other, the usurpation of 
power would be fatly as reprehensible in 
the one case as in the other; and to 
blink the plain terms of this provision 
would be tantamount to the destruction 
of the Identity of the 'extra session* qua 
•extra session ' and to the repeal of sec- 
tion H. by astlmlUtinj: the 'extra* to 
the "regular1 or 'special1 session. Thus 
would an 'extra session.' called upon the 
happening of a ttpedflc contingency, for

TVS o conditions must be 


satisfied before it can have actual opera- 
tion, there must, first, be a failure of 
the Legislature to pass appropriation 
bills, and In the second place, the extra 
session contemplated by It must be call- 
ed bv the Governor upon the adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature. And this emer- 
gency session Is found in that portion of

"If, at the regular session, the Legis- 


lature should adopt adequate appropria- 
tion bills, no power would reside In the 
Governor to call any extra session under 
section 54, but, upon what principle can 
the withholding of power from the Gov- 
ernor to convene the Legislature In extra 
session for any other purpose than the 
consideration of appropriation bills, be

other purposes. We are not at liberty to 
presume that the framers of- the Organic

Here a tiny" tot, carrying a 
still tinier baby on its back, is enjoy- 
ing the privileges of American civili- 
zation in the shape of an Ice cream 
soda sucked through a machine-made 
straw 
The barber shops are busy, 


fitted with American chairs and mir- 
rors. Everywhere the progressive Jap- 
anese has assimilated Yankee ways 
and customs. 
Mot so with John Chinaman. Be still

ned knowingly, but replied: "Geisha 
girl Yokohama, Kobe, plenty; no here; 
no can want." 
The ground floor is divided into pri- 
vate boxes, separated with the same 
elaborate screen partitions, t,he lattice 
work commencing about five feet from 
the ground. The furniture consisted of 
long oilcloth covered tables, with forms 
running along the sides. Here were 
clustered men of the lower classes eat- 
ing from one common bowl of rice with 
their fingers. Tea was there in big 
bowls, and little side dishes of cold 
fried fish with here and there a pile 
of soda crackers. The kitchen lay at 
the back, furnished with an American 
range and filled with an odor strongly 
resembling garlic.

SUBMITTED WITHOUT SUIT. 


A submission without suit was yes- 


terday filed in the Flrat Circuit Court 
by the respective parties to a new case 
entitled John J. Grace vs. the Terri- 
tory or Hawaii. 


It Is stated that the difference be- 


tween the parties might be the subject 
of a civil action, but that the uarties 
have agreed to submit the case without

the matter in controversy should not 
be argued by counsel on behalf of the 
Territory- Upon this presentation At- 
torney-General 
Dole prays the court 
that the matter may be submitted for 
determination without argument and 
•without briefs. 
The statement of fact agreed upon 


and submitted is as follows: 


"That said Grace Is, ana. during the 


month ot, February, 1900, was, a duly li- 
censed physician and surgeon practicing 
said profession In Hilo, Hawaii. That 
In said February a policeman at HHo 
aforesad without authority. Justification 
or extenuation by law, shot ana wound- 
ed a private citizen. That it immediately 
became necessary to extract the bullet 
from 
said wounded man. That the 


sheriff of Hawaii requested said Grace 
to perform said operation, promising him 
reasonable compensation for the service 
by the Department of the Attorney Gen- 
eral. That said virace performed said 
service in a skillful manner and ren- 
dered a bill therefor to -ne Attorney 
General's Department. That In order for 
the warrant to be drawn and paid In or- 
dinary course, as a liability of the At- 
torney General's Department, one of the 
Departments of said Territory, it is nec- 
essary that said bill should be approved 
by the Attorney General. That the At- 
tor General, doubling 'vhether said bill 
is a legal liability of his Department or 
of said Territory, and whether he has a 
lawful right to approve the same, de- 
clines to approve it without tne sanction 
of this Court."

kill time at yesterday's session. The 
forenoon was taken up In discussing 
three' Items In the appropriation bill. 


Immediately after the Senate con- 


vened, Senator Russel moved to recon- 
sider the salaries of the assistant 
clerk and the electoral registrar. His 
object was to merge the two offices Into 
one, and make the salary $2,400, instead 
of n.800 and n,200. respectively. 


Considerable discussion ensued. Ka- 


lauokalani mpved to leave the amounts 
as Heretofore. The motion carried upon 
the show of hands. 


Under suspension of the rules, Sena- 


tor Achl Introduced the following reso- 
lution: 


"Resolved, that during the discussion 


of the several items In the appropria- 
tion bill, not more than two members 
from each side -side shall speak on each 
item." 


The motion was lost. 
The Items under the Supreme Court, 


In the Judiciary Department, were 
then taken up. The salary of the clerk 
of the Judiciary Department, at $6,000, 
was first considered. Achl moved to 
make It $5,400; Dr. Russel 
thought 


$4,000 sufficient; Senator Baldwin held 
out^for $5,000, while Senator Crabbe 
favored the retaining of the original 
amount. 
Senator Baldwin's motion, 
fixing the salary at $5.000 ner year 
prevailed. 
The next item taken up was the 
stenographer of the Judiciary Depart- 
ment, at $4,800. This item caused the 
wheels of progress to stop. Senator 
Kanuha favored reducing the amount 
to $3,000; Senator Carter favored the 
original amount.

He Is believed to have 
remonstrated with tbepi^for their folly 
in going abput armed .In broad day- 
light, as should they encounter for- 
eign troops trouble wottfd ensue They 
appear, to have, been alarmed at whit 
he saidi, and putting rde-wn their 
stepped ashore and w^aitj away. They- 
soon returned, however, with several 
of their friends, also armed, who de- 
liberately came on board ..and fired at 
Mr. Stonehouse. They fired five- shots 
Into the helpless man as he crouched 
under his Chinese cart, which was on 
the ferry and medical evidence shows 
that the shots were fired at very close 
quarters 
Mr Stonphouse was remov- 


ed to the village and placed on a hang 
and was attended by several native 
Christians up to the last, and he ap- 
pears to have lingered for fully six: 
hours before death ended his suffer- 
ings 
The evidence obtained as 
yet 


does not make it clear who removed 
the body from the boat or why the ruf- 
fians made no attempt to prevent the 
removal, but they appear to have made 
oft after the deed was done, and It Is 
stated, crossed the river to a market 
town on the other side 
Neither Is It 


yet quite clear who carried th« Infor- 
mation to the military at Lo-fa, but it 
Is presumed It was the Chinese preach- 
er who was with Mr. Stonehouse when 
he was attacked. A body of cavalry. 
left Lo-fa and also Tungan, where th* 
London Mission has a station, and 
where the remains were carefully pre- 
pared for burial by the native Chris- 
tians, and placed In a coffin provid«tt 
by the Magistrate. The body was sub- 
sequently conveyed by rail to Peking. 
where It was interred in the foreign 
cemetery on Wednesday.

OPINION ON MOOT POINTS 


Attorney-General Dole has filed the 


following opinion on two current ques- 
tlons: 
\ 


Honolulu, H. I., May 11, 1901. 
To His Excellency Sanford B. Dole, 


Governor of the Territory of Ha- 
waii. 


Sir—I have the honor to acknowledge 
the receipt of your communication of 
May 10th, In which you say "will you 
give me a written opinion on the two 
following questions: 
(1) Upon 
B(hat 
day did the recent session or the Legis- 
lature expire by time limit? (Z) May 
a bill be received and acted on Dy the 
Governor subsequent to the expiration 
of the session of the Legislature 
In 


which it was enacted?" 
The first two lines of section '43 of 
the Organic Act declare "that eacn 
session of the Legislature shall con- 
tinue not longer than sixty days, ex- 
cluding Sundays and holidays." 
As I understand, the Legislature 


convened February 20th. Counting the 
days on the calendar, It had continued 
sixty day« at midnight, April 30th, ex- 
clusive of Sundays. Dunng this time 
Washington's birthday, February 22d, 
i-tervened. February 22fl is not 
a 


i statutory holiday, either by the laws 
I of this Territory, or the laws of the 
i United States, unless in the District of 
Columbia, although by State and Ter- 
ritorial law it is a legal holiday in 
about three-fourths of the States and 
Territories. I doubt if the word holi- 
day, as used in the Organic Act, is lim- 
ited exclusively to statutory holidays. 
But to be a holiday, without statutory 
enactment, it must be such by settled 
and general usage; a day set apart for 
festivities, recreation or ceremonial In 
which the ordinary occupations of the 
community are 
suspended, generally 


and by common consent. 
In regard to your second question, it 
seems to me that section 49 of the 
Organic Act Is quite clear. It declares 


I "that every bill which shall have pass- 
led the Legislature shall be certified by 
I the presiding officers and 
clerKB 
of 


'both houses, and shall thereupon be 
presented to the Governor." 


I think this provision contemplates 


and recognizes that the bill shall be 
1 presented to the Governor Before the 
session of the Legislature has expired 
by limit of time. I think that its pre- 
sentation to the Governor Is a legisla- 
tive function which cannot be omitted 
and must be performed while the Leg- 
islature has a legal existence to per- 
form it. I think It is analogous to tne 
delivery of a deed, which Is the final 
act necessary to give It validity. I do 
not mean by this that a legislative 
committee must actually place the bill 
in the Governor's handt,. If it is plac- 
ed in the hands of his secretary or an 
authorized attache, or, in his absence, 
is filed In his .office, or laid nn his 
(table, I think it Is a constructive pre- 
sentation.

At the regular weekly meeting of the 


Young Women's Cnristijin Association 
the following pape*".by Miss Reynolds, 
visiting representative flpf." th«r World's 
young Women's Christian 
Association, 


was read to the memo«rs of the local as- 
sociation: 
."The Young Women's Christian Asso- 


ciation from its beginning in England in 
1S55 until the present day has had three 
distinct periods of advance. The nrst 
was when as single associations in the 
different cities and towns of many lands 
it strove to benefit tne young women of 
each country in a way best suited to 
their needs, the second consisted in the 
formation of the national associations of 
the European countries, as well as the 
United States, a step which led to a uni- 
formity which was most helpful every- 
where 


It offered the weaker associations of 


the different countries the advantage of 
visits from national secretaries, and se- 
cured an attendance of their officers at 
national gatherings where helpful meth- 
ods were presented and the discussion of 
difficulties suggested the best means to 
overcome them. 
The last and natural advance, espe- 


cially in these days of close international 
Intercom se, was the union of the nation- 
associations Into the Wor.u s Association 
with headquarters in i^ondon 
Uhe aims 


of this last step were three-fold: 1 To 
draw the national 
associations 
more 


closely together for mutual information 
and Interchange of methods and plans. 
2. To develpp a national spirit sin those 
countries where no national organization 
existed. f 3 To awaken a more active 
spirit of responsibility toward the young 
women of non-Christian countries, such 
as India, China and Japan, among the 
young women of Europe and America 


The executive committee took, up their 


task wisely and energetically Although 
It Is onlv seven years since frie World's 
Young Women's Christian Association 
was formed, yet they have encouraged 
the organization of a national committee 
in India, under whom they have sent out 
four association secretaries supported by 
the young women of the Tlnlted^'States 
and 'eight supported by Br^islj/assocla- 
tlon members. 


Within two vears the committee has 


received appeals from different parts ot 
China and Japan from 
the Christian 


workers of those countries to undertake 
work 
In those countries among 
the 


young women similar to that already 
carried on by the Young Men's Christian 
Association. 


It was with a view to examining the 


conditions and necessities of a few of 
these places that the committee sent 
their secretary, Mis? ^eynoius. last win- 
ter to Japan. The factory girl of Japan 
Is as yet a comparatively new thing, but 
unfortunatelv not a rare one. The prin- 
cipal manufacturing center of 
Japan, 


Osaka, numbers 22,000 girls and women 
In factories and workshops. The chief 
occupation ~ls In the cotton mills, which 
usually run day and night, the hours 
being from 6 to 8. 


The girls whose average may fairly be 


considered between 18 and IS years, live 
within the factory grounds, which they 
are not expected to leave except by spe- 
cial permission. 


OcasionaV efforts have been made 
at 


times by some of the missionaries (Eng- 
lish or American) to locate at Osaka, to 
open evening classes, Industrial, social, 
or for simple studies, among these girls, 
but workers and time nave caused the 
work to languish. At last representa- 
tives of the Christian Missionary Soci- 
ety of England, the American Board, the 
American Presbytery, 
the 
American 


Methodist Episcopal Missionary , Society, 
and others, called upon the committee 
of the Young Women's Cnrtstlan Asso- 
ciation to send out a worker for this 
work among factorv girls, exclusively, 
promising their friendly co-operation and 
help. 


This year another field for the Interest- 


ed yoong women presented Itself In To- 
klo. Women's education is receiving s 
new Impulse tn Japan, In the opening of 
a Women's Association in tne city of To- 
klo. 


Thirty-two trustees numbering many of 


the leading men of Japan, with Count 
Okuma, tbe well-known statesman, as 
chairman, are looking after the manage- 
ment of the plan. The prominent bank- 
ers have riven eight acres of land fa- 
vorably strosted st one stds Of Vokio for 
the erection of tbe building and for an 
attractive casiptu. 
Already orer 400 


j-ounf wotoeo have applied for admit- 
tance and It has been found necessary 
to raise the terms of admission. 


Mott of these young women have been 


students In tbe girls' mission schools of 
Japan-and many are professing Chris- 
tians. The University earafullr refrains 
from aay religious recognition of any 
kind, and It will readily b« seen wbst s 
tmftioe position Is offered 
for 
work 


among these TOtmg women students by 
a secretary of tbe Young Wemec's Chrls- 
ttsa AModattoa.

WERE GENEROUS 


A Deficit of $170 Raised Before 


the Consecration—Liliuoka- 


lani Present. 


Tbe dedication of Puuloa church near 


Pearl Harbor, took piace yesterday. 
Queen Liliuokalani being among those 
present from Honolulu. More than 200 
people, mostly natives who \llve in the 
neighborhood, were in attendance and 
dedicated the little church to God. Rev. 
Mr. Timoteo, tfce- native clergyman, de- 
livered the dedicatory sermon, followed 
by Rev. O. P. Emerson, who offered 
the invocation. The services were con- 
cluded by the serving of a luncheon, In 
which both the visiting townsfolk and 
the natives participated. 


Puuloa is a little village on the east- 


ern side of the mouth of Pearl Harbor, 
where native fishermen reside, earning 
their living by selling their catches in 
Honolulu. It is about two miles and 
a half from the little Puuloa station to 
where the natives live, a very quiet 
j>lace, directly facing 'the ocean and 
close by the entrance to Pearl Harbor. 


Sometime ago Hon. Henry Water- 


house spoke of building a little church 
there for the people, who ordinarily 
had to travel many miles to attend ser- 
vices. To start the work he gave J100. 
With this the members made plans for 
building the structure, succeeded In col- 
lecting $223.00. They built the church, 
and when completed, found it had cost 
$393.50, paving- a deficit of $170.53, 
which was a large amount to collect 
fBom the_poor people of that district. 


Yesterday a laree gathering of towns- 


people and some from Ewa came to see 
the church dedicated. Shortly before 11 
o'clock Queen 
Liliuokalani arrived 


there in her own carriage, and soon af- 
ter those who came on the train from 
town arVlved in busses. 


The exercises wer> very interesting. 


The Puuloa choir orened with a hymn, 
which was very creditably rendered. 
After the singing Tiev. O. P. Emerson 
offered a few words of prayer. 
Then 


the phoir and the congregation all 
united in singing a hymn appropriate 
for the occasion. Next was tbe reading 
of the comibittee's report, which show- 
ed that they were »170:5J'iH-debt for the 
completion of the building. Rev. E. S. 
Timoteo, pastor of the Kaumakapill 
church, read the Scriptures and offered 
a prayer. 
Then came the , offerings. 


Rev. Timoteo called the attention of 
those present to the $170.53 left unpaid, 
and said that he did not feel that it 
was best for nlm and those present to 
dedicate the h<?uae of God when it was 
not all paid for and was not wholly 
theirs. On hearing this those present 
gave as much ,as they could 
afford. 


Much credit is due the Queen, Mrs. Ah- 
rens, Mrs. Paris, Mrs. 
Richardson, 


Theo. Richards, O. P. Emerson and 
others for helping pay this deficit The 
whole amount was contributed, and a 
little more, by the few that were there 
with means. 


The Puuloa choir followed by singing 


a very appropriate hymn. Much credit 
is due their leader for the patience he 
has shown In teaching such 
difficult 


pieces of music. 
The music was well 


rendered, and the choir compares fav- 
orably with those in other native 
churches. 


Rev. E. S. Timoteo then delivered his 


dedicatory address. He spoke of the 
necessity of building a little church for 
those there who wanted to 'worship 
God. Not everyone could build a tem- 
ple to God. David wanted to build the 
temple af Jerusalem, but God chose 
Solomon to finish the work. It was 
well to find a place where people could 
worship God, 
"The people of Punloa 


have traveled miles to do this, and they 
have a Zlon of their own close by, and 
what they ought to do Is to fill the 
church every Sunday \ with those de- 
sirious of communing with Jehovah, 
the king of kings. Tou must not keep 
him Inside and stay on the outalde, 
but must do your part. It took a head 
carpenter with a few other carpenters 
to build the church. Christ is the 
head carpenter for souls and we are 
the helpers. If we want to mike our 
bodies, temples of God we must ask 
Him to come and build and H« can dx> 
it." 


Tbe eonfrreiratlon listened^ attentive- 


ly to the sermon, and all were pleased 
with the words of cheer. Rev. J. K. 
Ecera then offered a few words of 
prayer.

COMMERCIAL. 


The Portuguese Society, Santo Antonio, is soon to erect a two-story build- 


Ing on Vineyard street between Emma and Miller streets, for the use -of the so- 
ciety. The plans were drawn by Patten & Kearney, who will also erect 
the 


structure at a cost of 17,100. The lower floor will be arranged for store purposes. 
The upper story will be devoted entirely to the use of the Santo Antonio So- 
ciety. There will be a main hall 42x70, finished in oils. There will also be tour 
large rooms for general lodge purposes, so that they can be sub-let to other fra- 
ternal societies during tne week without .interference with the owners. 


The society has grown In numbers to such an extent In the last two years 


that a building was necessary .to house them. The financial condition of the BO. 
ciety is also so well established that It was deemed wise to invest the money In 
this manner. It has a membership of 700 persons. The two stores on the lower 
door have already been spokei^for, but have not been leased. 


PUNA BONDS PLACED BT DILLJNGHAM AND ROBINSON. 


Messrs. B. F. Dilllngham and M. P. Robinson have been in San Francisco 


for several weeks perfecting their financial arrangements for the various enter- 
prises In which they are Interested. By the mall which arrived on the Nippon 
Maru Thursday news was received that they had secured bonds approximating 
$500,000 for the Puna' plantation, with good prospects for placing the remaining- 
J500.000 worth of bonds, the company having authorised a total issue of Jl.000,080. 
This will insure the continuance of the development of tne plantation on the 
scale heretofore contemplated. The first crop, amounting to 660 acres, will be 
ground this fall at the Olaa mill. The second crop now in the course of plant- 
ing is estimated at 1,100 acres. Whether the secoiid crop will be ground at the 
Olaa mm or in a mill erected by the'Puna plantation Itself Is not yet decided. 


NEW PLOW OP WATER DISCOVERED FOR OLAA PLANTATION. 


Report was received from the Olaa plantation that a large amount of flowing 


water, has been discovered at an elevation of about 3,000 feet. This la In addition 
to the streams now being led by flumes through the plantation at an elevation 
of about 2,000 feet. The new streams are flowing underground in the law fields 
and should furnish water enough to flume all of the plantation land above the 
present flumed lands, as well as a large amount of land owned by outsiders. 


HEAVY DROP IN POLUTZ ISLAND SECURITIES IN SAN FRANCISCO. 
A heavy drop in the PoUlts holdings of Island securities took place In San 


Francisco, according to the latest advices. In which Honokaa and Onomea suf- 
fered. This was due to the stopping of the Onomea dividend and the reducing, 
of the Honokaa dividends. This win not have much effect on the local market, 
as the Pollltz. list of stocks is but little dealt In in Honolulu, being confined 
mostly to San Francisco.

The dedication of Puuloa church near 


Pearl Harbor, took piace yesterday. 
Queen Llliuokalanl being among those 
present from Honolulu. More than 200 
people, mostly natives who \llve In the 
neighborhood, were In attendance and 
dedicated the little church to God. Rev. 
Mr. Timoteo, the native clergyman, de- 
livered the dedicatory sermon, followed 
by Rev. O. P. Kmerson, who offered 
the Invocation. The services were con- 
cluded by the serving of a luncheon, In 
•which both the visiting townsfolk and 
the natives participated. 


Puuloa is a little village on the east- 


ern side of the mouth of Pearl Harbor, 
where native fishermen reside, earning 
their living by selling their catches in 
Honolulu. It Is about two miles and 
a half from the little Puuloa station to 
where the natives live, a very_ quiet 
place, directly facing 'the ocean and 
close by the entrance to Pearl Harbor. 


Sometime ago Hon. Henry Water- 


house spoke of building a little church 
there for the people, who ordinarily 
had to travel many miles to attend ser- 
vices. To start the work he gave $100- 
With this the members made plans for 
building the structure, succeeded In col- 
lecting J223.00. They built the cluirch. 
and when completed, found It had cost 
J39350, ^gaving a deficit of J170.53. 
which was a large amount to collect 
fsom the^poor people of that district. 


Yesterday a large gathering of towns- 


people and some from Ewa came to see 
the church dedicated. Shortly before 11 
o'clock 
Queen 
Llliuokalanl arrived 


there in her own carriage, and soon af- 
ter those who came on the train from 
town arrived tin busses. 


The exercises werj very interesting. 


The Puuloa choir of ened with a hymn, 
which was very creditably rendered. 
After the sieging Rev. O. P. Emerson 
offered a few words of prayer. 
Then 


the choir /and the congregation all 
united in staging a hymn appropriate 
for the occasion. Next was the reading 
of the committee's report, which show- 
ed that thej> were $170:53 la-debt for the 
completion of the building. Rev. E, S. 
Timoteo, pastor of the Kaumakapili 
church, read < the Scriptures and offered 
a prayer. 
Then came the . offerings. 


Rev. Timoteoi called the attention of 
those present I to the |170.53 left unpaid, 
and said that he did not feel that it 
was best for him and those present to 
dedicate the hinse of God when it was 
not an paid far and was not wholly 
theirs. On healring this those present 
gave as much as they could 
afford. 


Much credit Is due the Queen, lira. Ah- 
rens. Mrs. Paris, Mrs. Richardson. 
Theo. Richards, O. P. Emerson and 
others for helping pay this deficit. The 
whole amount was contributed, and a 
little more, by the few that were there 
with means. 


The Puuloa choir followed by singing 


a very appropriate hymn. Much credit 
is due their leader for the patience he 
has shown In teaching such 
difficult 


pieces of music. 
The music was well 


rendered, and the choir compares fav- 
orably with those in other native 
churches. 


Rev. E S Timoteo then delivered bis 


dedicatory address. He spoke of the 
necessity of building a little church for 
those there who wanted to "•worship 
God. Not everyone could bufid a tem- 
ple to God. David wanted to build the 
temple at Jerusalem, but Ood chose 
Solomon to finish the work. It was 
wen to find a place where people could 
worship God. "The people of Pnuloa 
have traveled miles to do this, and they 
have a Zlon of their own close by. and 
what they ought to do Is to fin the 
church every Sunday •. with those de- 
•Irious of communing with Jehovah, 
the king of kings. Tou must not keep 
jhim Inside and stay on the outside, 
hut must do your part. It took a bead 
carpenter with a few other carpenters 
to build the church. Christ

head carpenter for souls and we are 
the helpers.

The Portuguese Society. Santo Antonio, is soon to erect a two-story build- 


ing on Vineyard street between Emma and Miller streets, for the use of the so- 
ciety. The plans were drawn by Patten & Kearnev, who wBl also erect tb» 
structure at a cost of $7,100. The lower floor will be arranged for store purposes. 
The upper story will be devoted entirely to the use of the Santo Antonio So- 
ciety. There will be a main hall 42x70. finished in oils. There will alao be 'four 
large rooms for general lodge purposes, so that they can be sub-let to other fra- 
ternal societies during toe week without Interference with the owners. 


The society has grown in numbers to such an extent in the test two years 


that a building was necessary to boose them. The financial condition of the so- 
ciety is also so well established that it was deemed wise to Invest the money in 
this manner It has a membership of 100 persons. The two stores <n> the lower 
floor have already been spoken for, but nave not been leased. 


PUNA BONDS PLACED BY DILLINGHAM AND ROBINSON. 


Messrs. B. F. Dflllngbnwi and M. P. Robinson have been In San Francisco 


for several weeks perfecting their financial arrangements for the various enter- 
prises In which they are interested. By the man which arrived on the Nippon 
Maru Thursday news was received that they had secured bonds approximating 
1500.000 for the Puns' plantation, with good prospects for placing the remaining 
1500,000 worth of bonds, the company having authorized a total issue of 
VLfMJt*. 


This will Insure the continuance of the development of toe plantation on the 
scale heretofore contemplated. The first crop, amounting to 550 acres, will be 
ground this foil at the Olaa mill. The second crop now in the course of plant- 
ing is estimated at 1,100 acres. Whether the second crop will be ground at the 
Olaa mill or in a mill erected by the* Puna plantation Itself is not yet decided. 


NEW PLOW OP \VATER DISCOVERED FOR OLAA PLANTATION. 


Report was received from the Olaa plantation that a large amount of flowing 


water has been discovered at an elevation of about J.OOO feet. This is tat addition 
to the streams now being led by Quotes through the plantation at an elevation 
of about 2,000 feet. The new streams are flowing underground in the la-*a fields 
and should furnish water enough to flume all of the plantation land above the 
present flumed lands, as well as a large amount of land owned by outsiders.

Im- 
ported into the United States every year, 
under a duty of «L» per pound on the 
best grades of leaf: Florida and Connect- 
icut have been able to produce, a maxi- 
mum of 2,000 bales per year, and this 
leaves a vast field and market for the 
Industry elsewhere within the limits of 
the United States, at a most profitable 
figure.
